and support of its depositors—and 
confidence is based on understand­ 
ing. 
“Banking is a lousiness of hu­ 
man relationships and while we 
deal in money and credit we serve 
people. 
Consequently public un­ 
derstanding of the particular aims 
and problems of a bank are just as 
essential to soundness as are good 
loans and good investm ents/’ 
Then* has been a nationwide im­ 
provement in the attitude o f the 
public towards banking during the 
past year, Mr. Busse declared. Iii 
his opinion this has been due, in 
part, to a better public understand­ 
ing of banking problems and ser­ 
vices.

Overcrowding and unsani­ 
tary conditions are a great cause. 
In the United States m easles is 
rarely absent, especially from large 
towns, but every now and then in 
the months of June and December 
epidemics arise and spread among 
children. 'I hey very seldom occur 
twice to the sam e person. There 
are few diseases so infectious as 
measles, the infection is worse the 
first three days and sometimes ev­ 
en before the rash appears, th ere­ 
fore the difficulty to isolate in tim e 
to help stop the progress. It is pos­ 
sible to carry the infection from 
one place to another clothing, toys 
and by hand. 
It generally lasts 
from ten 
to 
fourteen days and 
often a cataral condition such as 
sneezing* watery eyes, cough aiel 
dry tongue is suffered. The face is 
swollen and sometimes the whole 
body is covered with small red 
spots. Some patients feel perfectly 
well even before the spots disap­ 
pear. 
The patient should remain 
in bed and in a dark room until en­ 
tirely cured as light to the eyes will 
cause a very serious infection and 
cause what is known to the eye 
specialists as measle spots and are 
very dangerous to the sight. Some 
people have the m isfortune of not 
being protected when they were 
small and lost one half of their 
sight, the spots may be ju st in the 
center of the pupil and cause a 
cloudy film so that they are forced 
to look out of the side of the eyes 
to see clearly or wear very strong 
glasses to clear the passage. 
Be sure to protect the eyes when 
the children are small and the rest 
will be easy. See your physician at 
once.
